Tt would be safe to bet a thousand to 
one that no one could guess in fifty at- 
tempts what race of people is now 
furnishing the greatest number of im- 
migrants to the United States. ö 
It would be almost as safe a wager 
that no uninformed person could guess 
within 10,000 the total addition to the 
population of the country by immigra- 
tion. during, say, the four months end- 
ing Nov. 1. 1917. 

The latest report of the immigration 
bureau covers those four months. It 
shows that from July 1 to Nov. 1 of 
last year the total number of aliens 
admitted to the United States was 70, 
000. But during the same period al-

But more startling—if not more im- 
portant—is the fact that half of all 


try from June to November of last year 
were black men from Africa. The re- 
port shows that 3,000 more Africans 
(black) came into the United States 
than left it during the same period. : 

Not since the African slave trade 
was stopped did one believe there was 
any considerable number of Negroes 
coming from the dark continent. How 
do they get to the United States during 
the war, what do they do in the United 
States, where are they living? 

Next to the Africans in number 
among the immigrants were the Scan- 
dinavians, coming from Sweden, Nor- 
way, and Denmark. During the four 
months they added 2,700 to our popu- 
lation. The Mexicans were third, num- 
bering slightly over 2,000. . 

Answer Call ot Blood. 

On the other hand, we have lost dur- 
ing the first four months mentioned 
no less than 3,000 Italians. And in 
November, after. the great German 
‘rive on Austria was under way, 2,900 
more Italians went back to fight for 
their native land. Also the English 
answered the call of the blood. From 
July to Nov. 1 more than 10,000 went 


while in November alone the number 
returning was 800 more than those 
who arrived. .

Keep Open Our Source. 


“This country probably never will be 
prepared for war. We are not war- 
like. We must, therefore, keep open 

a source of supplies in case we are 
forced into war, and if we had failed 
to sell munitions we should have been 
unable to buy them in time of need. 

“But they say we only furnished 
one side. That was true for a long 
time, because the British navy pre- 
vented German; trom buying, but 
when the submarine Deutschland land- 
i at Baltimore we cheerfully sold 
Germany what she could carry away.” 


Denounces Submarine Warfare. 

Then followed a bitter arraignment 
of German submarine warfare. 

“While Germany has a vast store of 
munitions and weapons the most use- 
ful of these is the lie,” said Mr. Taft,

If the world does not expect 


too much of it at once it may work. At least it 
will be the beginning of a new scheme and it may 


a certainty and its effectiveness inevitable. We 
have presumed to know this much of the fu- 
ture. The presumption involves such detalis as 
thé complete overthrow of the military idea in Ger- 
many, a complete overthrow of the Prussian idea 
in central Europe, the complete willingness of 
Great Britain to subordinate her navy to interna- 
tional constabulary duties, and the complete wil- 
lingness of Japan to subordinate national ambil- 


tions to an international scheme. 


There are other presumptions involved, but in 
all of them Americans are guessing at the con 
ditions of the future, at the sentiments and opin- 
ions ef nations, at the result of events now in 
doubt, as confidently as if they had been given a 


revelation. 


They are not only guessing at results but they 
seem to be willing to make their guesses the basis 
of a national policy. The United States, for pur- 
poses of its domestic legislation, for its security, 
and for its foreign policy, is willing now, seem- 
ingly, to accept the league of nations as an es 
tablished fact. We seem to be willing to accept 
it not only as something in existence but as oper- 
ating with infallibility and with an assurance ef 


perpetuity. 


We know that the United States will accept 
whatever international safeguards are provided 
for peace, but what we have accepted at present 
is somethnig more than this. We have accepted 


a possibility as a certainty. 


Not one condition necessary for the establish- 
ment of a league of nations, for merely its estab- 
lishment, not its effectiveness, has been created, 
but the United States has accepted them all as 
if they were created. We are using these guesses 
as guides in -congress and in administration. 
We are determining policies by such guesses. 

We have presumed that the victory over .Ger- 
many will not only be productive of what the Brit- 
ish call a clean peace but @ peace with a totally 


changed Germany. 


We have presumed that the 


crushing of German militarism will be so com- 
plete that Germany will be a willing subordinate 


to the league of peace. 


We have presumed that the German dream of 
middle European empire has gone. We have 


resumed that Essen is making sewing machines 


and that the German army is not in existence. 
We have presumed that the British navy has 
deen reduced to a squadron of international patrol 


vessels. We have presumed that Japan has 
- stopped navy building and given up universal 


training. 


We have adopted, for the purposes of policy mak- 
ing, the whole scheme as if it were in existence 
and working with compelling force. That is 
proved by our attitude towards our own security. 
We have not waited, as Cecil says Europe will 
wait, for the slow establishment of effective agree- 


ments, but have accepted the situation as we, turns all this power over to the president.

Augusta Milbank was Sir Frederick 
Milbank, during half a century one of 
the most noted figures on the British turf 
and in English society, and one of the 


Gladstone, on whose nomination he re- 
ceived a baronetcy in 1882. 

He was a noted sportsman, and to this 
day his record of 800 brace of grouse 
grassed on the moors in a single day is 
unbroken. For a time he owned the 
St. James theater in London, and more 
than one actress who subsequently at- 
tained celebrity was indebted to him for 
her first success in life. .

Harry Vane Milbank, in fact, was ia 
his day a noted duelist. He served for a 
time in the Horse guards, but brought 


by an entanglement with an exquisitely 
beautiful Belgian lady. She was a Mme. 
de Belleroche, and he met her for the 
first time at the Paris house of the ill 
fated Lord Dupplin. He married her, 
but not before he had killed her hus-. 
band in a duel. 

A year or two afterward Harry Vane 
Milbank became involved in a dispute 
with a German officer, a Baron von Beu- 
len, at Paris, in connection with an 
American lady. A duel ensued, and the 
baron, mortally wounded by Milbank's 
fire, died a couple of days afterward. 
Three years later Milbank was seated 
in one of the boulevard cafés at Paris, 
sipping his absinthe, when suddenly a 
tall German stepped up to him and, with- 
out a word of warning, struck him with 
his glove across the face. He thereupon 
threy his visiting card on the table.

The Milbanks, some of-whom spell 
their name without the e after the 
K, like the new Sir Frederick Milbank 
and his cousin, Archdeacon John W. Mul- 
bank, D. D., rector of the picturesque 
parish church of Freehold, in New Jer- 
sey, while the others, who, like little Sir 
John Peniston Milbanke, the head of the 
entire family, spell it with an e,“ have 
been identified with Yorkshire ever since 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and espe- 
cially with the sporting life of that par- 


tlcularly sporting county. 


Young Sir John Peniston Milbanke, 


who is but 13 years old, succeeded two 


years ago his father and namesake, who, 
a Victoria cross hero, fell leading a 


charge of yeomanry on the peninsula of 


Gallipoli. He is the eleventh baronet of 
his line and is descended without a break 
from that Ralph Milbanke who was cup 
bearer to Mary Queen of Scots, and who, 
during her reign, was forced to seek 
refuge in England in consequence of his 
having killed a very important personage 


in a duel at Edinburgh. This particular 


baronetcy dates from the first year of 
the restoration, when it was bestowed by 
Charles II. upon Sir Mack Milbanke for 
his devoted services to the royalist 
cause. 

Sir William ffolkes of Hillington hall 
and Compton lodge, in Norfolk, whose 
only son and heir, a lieutenant of the 
Royal rifles, has been killed at the front 
in France, is a near neighbor of King 
George, who, indeed, rents most of the 
Hillington shooting from him. The rela- 
tions between Hillington hall and Sand- 
ringham have always been close ever 
since the late King Edward firat settled 
in Norfolk, and the Rev. F. A. ffolkes, 
who now becomes next heir to his broth- 
er's baronetcy and entailed estates, is 
one of the principal chaplains of his sov- 
ereign. 

The late baronet, who riso bore the 
name of Sir William ffolkes, was for a 
number of years mayor of Kings Lynn, 
and as such welcomed Edward VII. to 
Kings Lynn on the occasion of his visit- 
ing that ancient town for the first time 
after his accession to the throne. The 
king signalized the event by bestowing 
upon Sir William the star of the V 
rian order. f ‘ 

The ffolkes are a very old family of 
Bast Anglia, who first came to the fore 
in the reign of Henry V.

Camp Hancock, Augusta, Ga., Feb. 16. 
[Editor of The Tribune. On the 27th 
of January, 1918, I wrote you about 
camp life and conditions. I wrote in a 
complaining spirit and was especially 
bitter against certain parties. The whole 
letter I wrote would give the impression 
that the government was more or less 
neglectful about the soldier. At the time 
I wrote I had about one week of expe- 
rience in camp life. Now I have had 
over three weeks in camp and must ad- 
mit that I took the wrong view of the 
situation. I magnified a few trivial un- 
pleasant experiences inte a more or less 
Imaginary state of neglect. 

When I was called before the com- 
manding officer I had forgotten the situa- 
tion and really believed I was about to 
be transferred to @ company which 
would leave in a short time. In other 
words, after three weeks in camp and 
knowing the dangers to be met in cross- 
ing the ocean and the difficulty of feed- 
ing and caring for men 3,000 miles from 
home, I am just as willing to trust those 
responsible for my safety now as I was 
when I enlisted. The complaints were 
made because I did not understand the 
workings of a military organization. 

In fairness to those I accused and in 
order that I may not be burdened with 
anything that would destroy my useful- 
ness, I should like to have this letter 
published. When I know what is being 
done to make soldiers useful and realize 
the solémn work we have to 46, I must 
acknowledge that I wrote a silly letter. 
There are about 250 men in our company 
street and I doubt being able to pick 
out three men who would not actually 
rejoice if we were ordered to get ready 
to move to France.

Half a hundred irate members of 
the Torrens Land Title Registration 
league stormed the finance committee 
of the county board yesterday with 
strenuous objections to any additional 
appropriations for help in the Torrens 
department of the recorder’s Office. 
Sensational charges flew quick and 
fast and tar the time being went un- 
answered. 

J. E. Hecht, president of the league 
and chairmer of the protesting com- 
mittee, openly declared: “County Re 
corder Haas does nét know how to run 
his office.” | 

“He not only is inefficient in his 
management, but he doesn’t care,” 
shouted Mr. Hecht to the committee, 
“He has disregarded his sworn oath.” 

Chief Examiner Accused. 

Mr. Hecht further charged that 
there was not “one good land title 
expert employed at the present time 
in the recorder’s office.” He asserted 
that J. Scott Matthews, chief examiner 
of titles under the Torrens system of | 
title registration, was not capable of 
handling his position, that he has too 
many men employed, that he had 
“stretched many points,” and that the 
title registering business had greatly 
deaqreased since Mr. Matthews was 
made chief examiner. 

Mr. Hecht was directly followed by 
William Lody of the Cook county real 
estate board, who stated that the Tor- 
rens department was the subject of 
many unfavorable rumors. 


“There is a bad feeling prevailing 
throughout real estate centers-in this 
city concerning the Torrens depart- 
ment of the recorder’s office,” said Mr. 
Lody. “Rumor has it that there is a 
great influence on the outside controll- 
ling the recorder's office. These reports 
even say that Charles 8. Deneen, Isaac 
Powell, and Roy West control the 
policies of the office.”

He was 
emotionally defective, 4 boy—he was 
19—with no ambition. He was sent to 
Pontiac reformatory for a year for 
robbery and was one of the boys who 
made trouble in the institution.“
